A new policy on teacher evaluation 
forms will allow department chairs to 
have access to student comments. 

The Faculty Personnel Policies 
Council (FPPC) created this policy 
and presented it to the Academic Sen- 
ate, where it was amended, changed 
and ultimately approved. 

“The primary change on the new 
policy is that department chairs will 
have access to student comments, 
which previously they were not al- 
lowed to look at,’ said Carl Fisher, 
FPPC chair, “Student comments went 
just to the instructor and the instruc- 
tor had no obligation to show them to 
anyone.” 

The FPPC works under the Academ- 


ic Senate and is responsible for propos- . 


ing new policies regarding university 
matters. 

“TThe policy] will allow department 
chairs to mentor instructors,” Fisher 
said. “There are little things that an 
instructor could be doing that will 
simply make the classroom experience 
better.” 

The format and process of teacher 
evaluation forms will remain the 
same. 

Some students said they thought the 
change could show improvement in 
teachers’ performance. 

“If [the form] goes just to .the 


teacher, it doesn’t matter,” said Kelsey 
Solomon-Dowsey, senior international 
studies major. “They can disregard it 
as they see fit if they get a bad review 
or not.” 

Prior to these changes, some stu- 


dents already thought someone other 
than their professors could read their 
comments. 

“T used to think that [the evaluation 
form] was going to the department 
chair, but now that I realize it was go-

ing to the professor the whole time, I’m 
blown away,” senior Spanish major 
Andrea Limon said. “I’d much rather 
prefer [the forms] going to the depart- 
ment chair because then they can do 
something about it.”

Thomas Gufrey also 
offers life lessons 
in his Chemistry 
classes.

Thomas Gufrey, a chemistry lec- 
turer at Cal State Long Beach, was 
recently chosen as one of America’s 
top-notch undergraduate profes- 
sors in The Princeton Review’s 
“The Best 300 Professors.” 

In partnership with ratemypro- 
fessors.com, The Princeton Re- 
view selected outstanding profes- 
sors at 122 colleges. 

The selection was based on data 
collected from students at thou- 
sands of colleges nationally about 
their classroom experiences and as- 
sessment of their professors’ teach- 
ing ability and accessibility. 

Gufrey, who has been teach- 
ing for 35 years at CSULB, also 
received honors in 2011, when he 
ranked No. 25 among more than a 
million professors nationwide on 
ratemyprofessors.com. : 

“T always say if I get an award for 
one of the best professors, some- 
thing is wrong with education,” 
Gufrey said. “There are many - 
people probably equally deserving 
or more deserving. I can think of 
many of my colleagues. They prob- 
ably do a better job than I do but 
just aren’t well-known enough.” 

Teaching Chemistry 100 for 
most of his career, one of Gufrey’s 
biggest obligations is to help-stu- 
dents get excited about chemistry. 

“When people think about 
chemicals, [they associate it with] 
dirty words, poison, nucléar radia- 
tion ... but that’s such a small part,” 
Gufrey said. “Chemistry is so good 
overall. Our life is so much better 
because of chemistry.” 

There are several ways Gufrey 
sparks student interest in chem- 
istry. He places importance on al- 
ways treating students with respect, 
welcoming students to participate, 
doing demonstrations in class and 
pointing out life examples. 

“T try to throw in some humor,” 
Gufrey said. “Use of humor is good 
because it keeps people awake. In 
fact, another thing that I do in.class 
is I do songs that I change to make 
them relate to chemistry.” 

Students say Gufrey is one of 
their favorite teachers. 

“He is goofy,” said Jeff Gance, a 
junior double majoring in criminal 
justice and German. “For a chem- 
istry teacher, you would expect 
someone who is very sophisticated 
and someone who is serious. In 
a way, he is but he’s goofy about 
it, which is the best part about his 
class.” : 
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Another enthusiastic student from 
Chemistry 100, who has become a fan 
of chemistry because of Gufrey, strong- 
ly recommended Gufrey’s classes. 

“He does a lot for us,” said Andrew 
Quesada, freshman political science 
major. “He makes it easier to under- 
stand and he is just an upright guy 
overall.” 

In addition, referring to himself 


~ as an old man with life experiences, 


Gufrey said he tries to give students 
life lessons itt general, in addition to 
teaching chemistry. 

“Yes, chemistry is very important, 
and I need to show them how chemis-

try is very good, but the most impor- 
tant thing in life is to be a good person 
and treat other people kindly,” Gufrey 
said. “That’s what really matters. It is 
so important to realize we live in such 
a great free country, and we must all 
be very grateful.” 

Gufrey said he became so fond of 
teaching chemistry and working with 
young people over the past 35 years at 
CSULB that he cannot even imagine 
how his life would be without teaching. 

“Tt love being at Cal State Long 
Beach, and I hate to think that one 
day I’ll have to stop,” Gufrey said. 
“As long as I am healthy and able to 
come and work here, I love the idea of 
working with young students so I stay 
young at heart.” 


Nonprofit housing to 
receive donations 


They are meant 

to keep housing 
more affordable for 
students.

A resolution supporting the Colle- 
giate Housing and Infrastructure Act 
passed on its second reading during 
the Associated Students Inc. Senate 
meeting Wednesday. 

The legislation, represented in 
House of Representatives Bill 1327 
and Senate Bill 705, allows donations 
made to nonprofit collegiate housing, 
such as fraternities and sororities, to 
be used to improve living conditions 
for students. Nonprofit housing orga- 
nizations would be entitled to tax de- 
ductions as a result. 

“The act will encourage the con- 
struction of new off-campus not- 
for-profit housing, which removes 
the dangerous risks to students from 
hazards in older facilities,’ Senator- 
at-large Diana Phan said via email. 
“This would keep college housing 
more affordable for our students and 
help them through this rough eco- 
nomic time.” 

More than 150 students at Cal State 
Long Beach live in nonprofit student 
housing that is not university-owned, 
according to a summary of the resolu- 
tion proposed by ASI Vice President 


Stephen Thomas and Phan. 

The summary also states that about 
40 percent of full-time dependent stu- 
dents live on campus, another 40 per- 
cent live off-campus and 20 percent 
live. with their parents. 

Greek housing, which is not uni- 
versity-owned, is the largest non- 
profit student housing market. 

The resolution summary said the 
act would make college “more af- 
fordable at no cost to taxpayers by 


offering a housing alternative less . 


expensive than University housing,” 
because a large percentage of these 
students struggle with the high costs 
of living on campus. 

The act would allow collegiate 
housing to install vital equipment 
such as fire sprinklers, smoke detec- 
tors, and alarm systems. 

The resolution cites economic 
downturn and decreased state fund- 
ing in the future as reasons to support 
the legislation.

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Six laundry machines replaced 
in Parkside Commons dorms 


Housing director 
recommends students 
contact company 
directly in the future.

The company who contracts the 
washing and drying machines to the 
Cal State Long Beach Parkside Com- 
mons dorms replaced six broken wash- 
ers and put stickers on each washer with 
instructions on proper detergent use, 
according to housing director Carol 
Roberts-Corb. 

Campus housing does not own the 
washers and dryers that the residents 
use. The machines are rented out by 


Wash Multifamily Laundry Systems, 
according to Elson Browne, associate 
housing director. 

Browne said the reason the washing 
machines kept breaking was because 
students were not using high-efficiency 
detergent or used too much detergent. 

“The stickers recommend using 
high-efficiency detergent, because the 
washers are high-efficiency machines, 
but also instruct users that if they are 
going to use regular detergent, to 
use one-fourth of the recommended 
amount,” Roberts-Corb said. 

There are also two signs on the back 
wall of the laundry room with instruc- 
tions on how to use the washers prop- 
erly. A telephone number for the Wash 
company is on the signs as’ well. 

Browne said students could report 
broken washers by filling out a service 
request at washlaundry.com. Students 
have to enter the broken washer’s six- 
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digit machine ID, the problem with the 
machine and the machine’s location. 
The sign does not include the URL for 
the WASH website. 

Jeremy McConnell, a freshman ki- 
nesiology major, said he noticed that a 
couple of machines have been replaced, 
but that they still have some kinks. 

“The timers are still off,’ McConnell 
said. “But they’re college washers, so 
you can’t expect much.” 

Roberts-Corb also said that on- 
campus housing staff made signs that 
instruct students to empty their pockets 
of things that could potentially disrupt 
the functioning of the washers (i.e. hair 
pins or loose change). But these signs 
could not be found on the washers or in 
other parts of the laundry room. 

Roberts-Corb told users to contact 
Wash directly if they experience a prob- 
lem. A Wash representative responds 
within 24 hours of a reported problem.

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UC Davis pepper spray report 
slated to go public this week 


LOS ANGELES (MCT) — The Uni- 
versity of California and its campus 
police union reached a tentative legal 
settlement Monday that could allow the 
public release Wednesday of most of 
UC’s much-anticipated investigative re- 
port into the pepper spraying of campus 
protesters at UC Davis, officials said. 

However, the tentative agreement 
calls for the names of most of the UC 
Davis police officers involved in the 
November incident or interviewed 
about it to be removed from the docu- 
ment. 

Under the settlement, only the wide- 
ly known names of Lt. John Pike, the 
officer shown spraying students in a 
highly, viewed online video, and that 
of UC Davis Police Chief Annette Spi- 
cuzza would be included. 

In exchange, the police union has 


agreed not to appeal a Superior Court 
decision last month that rejected most 
of the union’s arguments seeking to 
block release of portions of the report; 
the judge had granted the union a pre- 
liminary injunction keeping most of 
the names confidential temporarily and 
gave the union several more weeks to 
file an appeal to block larger chunks of 
the report. 

A Superior Court hearing is sched- 
uled for Tuesday in Oakland on the 
tentative agreement. If it is approved, 
the UC task force that investigated the 
controversial pepper spraying plans to 
present its findings at a UC Davis fo- 
rum-on Wednesday afternoon, officials 
said. 

UC spokesman Steve Montiel said 
the university agreed to the settlement 
because UC wanted to get the substance 


of the report out to the public as quickly 
as possible and did not want that de- 
layed by the months that a union appeal 
could take. 

He emphasized that the policy rec- 
ommendations and other policy matters 
in the report would not be affected by 
cutting out those names. 

John Bakhit, the attorney for the po- 
lice union, could not be reached for im- 
mediate comment. 

The American Civil Liberties Union 
of Northern California, which is also 
a party to the lawsuit, said it may still 
proceed at a later date to seek the public 
release of all the officers’ names under 
the state public records law. But the 
ACLU will not block the settlement, 
one of its attorneys said.

Poll: Swing Voters lean to Obama 
but identify closer with Romney 


WASHINGTON (MCT) — Indepen- 
dent voters in battleground states lean 
slightly in President Barack Obama’s 
favor at this early stage in the cam- 
paign, but a new poll shows that the 
same voters who like Obama better 
also tilt more toward Mitt Romney on 
the political spectrum, particularly on 
economic priorities. 

The poll, conducted by Global Strat- 
egy Group for the Democratic think- 


tank Third Way, focused on a segment . 


of independent voters — “swing inde- 
pendents” — defined as those voters 
who did not express strong views about 
either of the candidates. They are ex- 
pected to be about 15 percent of the 
electorate in the general election. 

The poll found that 44 percent of 
swing independents currently favor 
Obama to 38 percent for Romney. 
Obama won 57 percent of swing inde- 


pendents in 2008. 

But when asked to identify themselves 
and the candidates on an ideological 
spectrum, swing independents appear to 
be slightly more aligned with Romney. 

On ascale of one to nine, with one be- 
ing the most liberal and nine being the 
most conservative, swing independents, 
on average, put themselves at a 5.2. They 
put Obama at a 3.9 — slightly more lib- 
eral than Democrats as a whole, who 
were at 3.93. They put Romney at a 6.09 
— considerably less conservative than 
the GOP as a whole, at 6.79. 

“For these voters, the choice is be- 
tween candidates they deem center-left 
and center-right, but they see them- 
selves as slightly to the right-of-center,” 
Third Way’s Michelle Diggles and La- 
nae Erickson wrote in a memo about 
the poll’s findings. 

Global Strategy Group surveyed 


1,000 self-identified independent likely 
voters from March 8 through March 18 
in Colorado, Florida, lowa, Michigan, 
North Carolina, New Hampshire, New 
Mexico, Nevada, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and Wisconsin. The survey 
included only people who voted in the 
2008 presidential election. The margin 
of error for swing independents was 
plus or minus 5.1 percentage points. 
The poll found that the “fairness ar- 
gument,” which some Democrats have 
advocated as a message for the 2012 
election, does not resonate with swing 
independents. This segment of voters 
does not consider income inequality a 
top concern, they generally think the 
existing system is fair, and they view 
themselves as haves, not have-nots.

A new spirit in the 
desert for Coachella 


LOS ANGELES (MCT) — Those 
of us who attended Coachella in 2010 
understand the reasons why the annual 
music and arts festival had to change. 

Two years ago, the three-day con- 
cert in Indio, Calif., was so over- 
crowded with sun-baked, drunken 
revelers that many of those in atten- 
dance vowed to not return. And if you 
were lucky enough to have access to 
the VIP area, it was so packed that 
many under that giant canopy felt 
more claustrophobic than important. 

This year? The festival, which be- 
gins Friday and features headliners 
Dr. Dre and Snoop Dogg, Radiohead 
andthe Black Keys, has thankfully re- 
duced the number of tickets for sale (a 


smart move implemented in 2011 by - 


the promoter, the AEG-owned Gold- 
envoice) and — for the first time in its 
13-year history — expanded from one 
weekend to two. 

In doing so, this pinnacle of cut- 
ting-edge, outdoor concerts has the 
potential to not only prove enjoyable 
again but also to morph into a much 
larger cultural event. By keeping top 
talent and fans in or around the vicin- 


ity for nearly two weeks, the festival 
will expand on its role as a trend-set- 
ter both musically and culturally, and 
other festival promoters will certainly 
be paying attention, especially since 
Goldenvoice recently purchased 280 
acres of land at the festival site. 

This new Coachella model, which 
reveals a strategy by Goldenvoice to 
virtually own the springtime rock 
and electronic dance music season in 
Southern California, does come with 
some risk. The charm and eclectic na- 
ture of the festival could quite easily 
be crushed under too much of every- 
thing, including additional Golden- 
voice gigs in.between (and on either 
side of) the weekends featuring vari- 
ous Coachella performers. 

Still, the festival’s roster encom- 
passes 120-plus artists representing 
some of the best popular music and 
emerging subgenres out there in a 
less-crowded setting. That potential 
alone is enough to make up ‘for the 
problems of the past.

Times are tough for those living 
after the Great Rescission. Nowhere is 
this more noticeable than on Cal State 
University campuses. After millions 
in cuts 
made by 
the state 
to higher 
educa- 
tion this year, a statement needs to be 
made. 

Nothing would make more of a 
statement than all CSU presidents ac- 
cepting a salary freeze. 

During.a meeting last week discuss- 
ing a new salary cap’on CSU presi- 
dents, this same idea was brought up -- 
by Supt. of Public Instruction Tom 
Torlakson. 

According to a Los Angeles Times 
article Torlakson said at the meeting, 
“The students we serve and the public 
that supports our system enjoy no im- 
munity from the consequences of the 
Great Recession, which has left mil- 
lions without work and millions more 
working harder for less. Why should 
those we select to lead our campuses 
be any different?” 

Torlakson’s idea came along in a let- 
ter he wrote to the Cal State Chancel- 
lor and the Board of Trustees opposing 
their decision to award a 10 percent 
pay hike to incoming presidents at Ful- 
lerton and East Bay campuses. 

If President F. King Alexander and 
the rest of the current and incom- 
ing CSU presidents decided to take a 
salary freeze, it wouldn’t be a stand 
that goes unnoticed. With presidential 
salaries nearing $400,000 a year, this 
wouldn’t fix the CSU financial deficit, 
but it would reassure students and fac- 
ulty that the presidents want to make 
the situation a priority. 

When enrolling for Cal State Long

Beach next semester, students will have to deal with a freeze put on 
how many classes they can register for the fall term. The limit is 13 
units until August. There are also rumblings to freeze all admission 
for the spring 2013 semester. Freezing his own salary would show 
that Alexander himself understands our pain. 

Taking a salary-freeze would be a big commitment for the CSU 
presidents to make. We do not believe that our presidents should 
work for free. With tuition rising more than 300 percent the last 
decade, the presidents’ salaries should be more reflective of this. 


A full academic year salary-freeze may not go far enough. But, 
the presidents agreeing to decrease their salary the same percentage 
as the student’s tuition increase would be appropriate. 

This action by the presidents would connect them more with 
their students. In essence, tuitionsincreasing for students would 
have a trickling effect. This act would show that the presidents em- 
pathize with students and faculty. Students would be forced to have 
less money in their pockets and so would their school presidents. 

Associated Student Inc. leaders should also consider accepting 


a similar pay decrease. ASI student leaders have been accused for 
years of being overpaid. This would be a great way the lighten the 
criticism. It would also provide another incentive for our leaders to 
work harder at lowering tuition, as it would now affect everyone in 
the CSU system. a 

It would be appropriate for CSU presidents to take a salary 
freeze. But bearing the same pain tuition hikes bring us students, 
Alexander and company could show they have empathy for students 
and our CSU faculty. 


Miss Universe pageant should allow transgender contestants 


Jenna Talackova, 23 year-old Canadian beauty 
and Miss Universe finalist was disqualified from 
the pageant after judges realized she was actu- 
ally.a male who underwent gender reassignment 
surgery. 

Her expulsion from the contest came from the 
standards implemented by the Miss Universe 
Contest which clearly state that all participants 
must be naturally born females, which was not 
Talackova’s case even though she identifies as a 
woman on her passport and driver’s license. Ta- 
lackova and her attorney, Gloria Allred, accused 
this rule of being “blatantly discriminatory.” 

Talackova says she is under no legal obligation 
to claim she is transgender if Canada recognizes 
her as a female. 
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Talackova’s talked about how she started tak- 
ing estrogen early in lifé and even went as far as 
cutting off her Adam’s apple. 

She said that as a little boy she felt awkward 
and attracted to “female things” and dealt with 
name-calling as she started 
transitioning at the age of 14. 
She even went through vocal 
training to sound like a female. 

This issue is so hard because 
of the legitimacy that both sides present. On one 
hand, the rules were clear and blatant; you can’t 
enter a contest knowing the rules and get upset 
for being kicked out for not following them. But 
it’s clear that the rule is discriminatory. 

Donald Trump, who is in charge of the contest, 
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was seen as very controversial during this whole 
ordeal and said that Talackova should worry 
about competing in the Canadian contest before 
worrying about tackling Miss Universe. 

The Miss Universe Organization has decided 
to allow Talackova to enter 
as long as “she meets the 
legal gender recognition 
requirements of Canada, and 
the standards established by 
other international competitions.” 

Things got distasteful when Allred said that 
the physical examination of the contest is too‘ 
much and the same treatment should be applied to 
Trump to see if he is a man. 

TMZ took advantage of the situation and 
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had Trump on the show and he laughed off her 
comment by saying “she would be really, really 
impressed.” 

Trump still believes that Talackova may have 
an ulterior motive for joining the contest. The fact 
that the rule was overwritten means that pageants 
will include transgender applicants worldwide 
because “it wouldn’t be fair just to take certain 
countries.” 

It is a great step for this contest to join other 
institutions, such as The Olympics, NCAA and 
“America’s Next Top Model,” that have opened 
their rules to not discriminate against transgender 
contestants

LBSU splits two-game road trip 


The ‘Niners were 
swept by No. 5 
Stanford, but were 
able to top No..13 
Pacific in four sets.

The No. 8-ranked Long Beach State 
men’s volleyball team dropped yet an- 
other match to a top 5-ranked opponent 
after being swept by No. 5 Stanford Fri- 
day night at Maples Pavilion 

LBSU had a season-low 27 kills on 
its way to its second defeat at the hands 
of the Cardinal — 13-25, 16-25, 18-25. 

Brian Cook and Brad Lawson had 14 
kills apiece leading the match for Stan- 
ford. 

The ‘Niners were led by senior Srd- 
jan Nadazin with just seven kills on a 
wretched .174 hitting percentage. 

Sophomore Jeff Ornee had three 
kills on seven attempts to notch a team 
leading. .429 hitting percentage and 
added five blocks during LBSU’s loss. 

The 49ers never hit better than .200 
in any of the three sets on their way to a 
miserable .098 overall hitting percent- 
age. 
Stanford dominated the first set de- 
spite an early run by the ‘Niners. The 
Cardinal outscored LBSU 12-3 down 
the stretch to dominate The Beach 25- 
13. 

Sophomore Eric Mochalski had 
three blocks in the first set for Stanford 


including two solo blocks. 

The Cardinal defensive effort was 
anchored by veteran senior libero Erik 
Shoji who had 17 digs on the night. 

The second match was more of the 


same after Stanford came out swinging, ’ 


jumping to an early 7-2 lead. Cook and 
Lawson combined for 12 or the Cardinal’s 
second set points to again defeat LBSU. 

Despite coming out strong with back- 
to-back kills by Ornee and Nadazdin to 
begin the third set, LBSU again strug- 
gled against the Stanford attack. The 
Cardinal answered the early two-point 
run with a 9-1 run. 

LBSU cut the gap to four after back- 
to-back kills from senior Jim Baugh- 
man, but a Stanford timeout iced the 
‘Niners who were outscored 6-3 to 
close out the match. 

The 49ers bounced back from an 
embarrassing loss Friday to defeat No. 
13-ranked Pacific 3-1 Saturday evening 
at the Alex G. Spanos Center. 

LBSU (14-13, 9-11 Mountain Pacific 
Sports Federation) controlled the ma- 
jority of the match by out-killing their 
opponents 68-46 in their four set vic- 
tory — 29-27, 23-25, 25-17, 25-15. 

Sophomore Taylor Crabb and junior 
Trevor Crabb each tallied a match-high 
16 kills while Taylor got 14 digs as well 
to give him his seventh double-double 
of the season. 

Sophomore Connor Olbright’s 57 as- 
sists and 15 digs gave him his second 
double-double of the season. Senior 
Srdjan Nadazdin had. 13 kills and a ca- 
reer high 12 digs to give him his first 
double-double of his career. 

LBSU jumped out to an early lead in 


the first set but Pacific was able to tie 
it up at 6 after a Christian Ahlin serve 
aced the ‘Niners. - 

Both teams traded points all set long 
until with the score tied up for the 12th 
time of the set when senior Brad Hem- 
merling and Taylor Crabb scored back- 
to-back kills to put give the ‘Niners the 
opening set win. 

Pacific came out with a vengeance 
jumping out to an early four-point lead 
in the second stanza. 

LBSU was able to claw its way back 
after back-to-back blocks put them 
down only one, 22-21. Pacific, however, 
fought back strong and closed out the 
second set with a kill by Hughes. 

The third set opened up with three 
straight attack errors by Pacific to put 
LBSU up 5-1. 

The poor attacking performance 
continued throughout the third set as 
the Tigers had just 12 kills along with 
nine errors hitting at just a .073 clip. 

LBSU never gave up the lead and 
closed out an easy third set. 

The fourth set was the “Niners most 
dominant set. LBSU had 21 kills at a 
.410 clip to rout the Tigers 25-15. 

The Crabb brothers combined for 12 
of LBSU’s kills in the final set. 

Pacific was held to just seven kills 
in the set completing the victory for a 
LBSU that desperately needed it. 

LBSU now enters the final week 
of their regular season by taking on 
No. 1 USC at home April 12 at 7 p.m. 
Saturday the Beach will take on No. 6 
Pepperdine in a crucial match for posi- 
tioning in the MPSF tournament. First 
serve is scheduled for 7 p.m.
